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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear what is being applied when the claim refers to 
"application". It has been assumed that the simulation scenario is being applied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 through 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being fully anticipated 
by Avila et al., "An overview of a Global Positioning System Mission Planner 
implemented on a personal computer". 

5. As per claims 1 , 5, and 8, Avila et al. disclose providing a digitized map data set 
comprising a geographical region pertaining to said itinerary, and which data set 
includes data regarding static environmental features that are present along said 
itinerary in the first and second paragraph, on column 1, on page 14; providing dynamic 
and/or static positional and transmittal data regarding GPS satellites that are potentially 
relevant for GPS-based position determination along said itinerary on page 13, column 
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2, last paragraph; specifying a starting time instant and geographical starting and 
destination positions of said itinerary and calculating various vehicle routes as based on 
said digitized map data set, and from said calculated routes determining various sets of 
vehicle node positions and associated time instants along said itinerary on page 10, 
column 2, second from last paragraph; from said dynamic and/or static positional and 
transmittal data regarding GPS satellites and said static environmental features present 
along said itinerary calculating various instantaneous GPS quality metrics on page 14, 
column 2, second from last paragraph; and as based on said various GPS quality 
metrics and associated time instants calculating an overall GPS performance data 
quantity pertaining to said itinerary on page 10, column 2, second from last paragraph; 
and allowing off-road sections on page 10, column 1, aircraft operate off-road. 

6. As per claim 2, Avila et al. disclose the step of allowing a user-controlled 
amending of said calculated time instants and/or vehicle node positions along said 
itinerary on page 16, column 2, paragraph 3. 

7. As per claim 3, Avila et al. disclose the step of dividing said itinerary in sections, 
whilst on the basis of any single said section calculating said GPS quality metrics in 
figure 3 and 6. 

8. As per claim 4, Avila et al. disclose wherein each said section has a substantially 
uniform value for its quality metric in figure 6. 

9. As per claim 6, Avila et al. disclose wherein said overall GPS performance data 
quantity is fed into a further user system for testing a user performance level of said 
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user system, on page, 14, column 2, third from last paragraph. The information is fed 
into a navigation system model to determine the navigation system filter's performance. 

10. As per claim 7, Avila et al. disclose the step of through applying variations on a 
test environment applying to approach a worst case on page 16, column 2, third 
paragraph. The system is able to accept variations to the itinerary which would allow a 
user to run iterations to get the worst case. 

Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1-25-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

12. Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (c) because they do not 
clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view 
of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, 
they do not show how the amendments avoid such references or objections. 

13. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., compensation for partially obstructed satellite signals) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).

14. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
